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Hypertrophic Nasal Catarrh. 


S. G. BRANSFORD, M. D., San Francisco. 


The subject of nasal catarrh is one 
of nosmall interest, especially in this 
city, as a large per cent of the popu- 
lation are to'a greater or less degree 
afflicted with this troublesome con- 
dition. 

Catarrh of the nasal fosse is an 
inflammation of the Schneiderian, or 
or mucous membrane lining those 
cavities, causing a local hvperzemia of 
the erectile tissue, mucous glands and 
follicles, but more particularly that of 
the true erectile tissue. This erectile 
tissue is mostly at the posterior ex- 
tremity of the inferior turbinated 
bones, although it is found throughout 
their entire length, and is particularly 
susceptible in front, where it becomes 
more or less congested with every 
change from warm to cold atmosphere. 
At the lower part of the nasal septum 
the erectile tissue is less abundant, but 
the remaining space is almost entirely 
occupied by large mucous glands and 
follicles. 

There are two vaso-motor nerve 
fibers which control the arteries. one 
from the cerebro-spinal and the other 
from the sympathetic system. 


Causes are whatever interferes with 
normal conditions by preventing the 
free circulation of blood to and through 
the parts; disordered nutrition, poor 
hygienic surroundings, altered condi- 
tion of the nerves, inhalation of poison- 
ous gases, bacterial infection, etc. 

At first the normal secretion of the 
mucous membrane is entirely sup- 
pressed, afterwards from degeneration 
or exfoliation of the follicles, there is 
an excessive excretion. This is not 
mucous but is at first nearly all serum, 
which nature is constantly throwing 
out to rid herself of the irritation. 
Still later this fluid is mixed with pus 
from the degenerating tissue. 

To present our subject more clearly, 
I append a brief anatomical description 
of the nasal fosse. The nose is the 
special organ of the sense of smell; by 
means of the peculiar properties of its 
nerves it protects the lungs from the 
inhalation of deleterious gases and 
assists the organ of taste in discrimi- 
nating the proper food. 

The organ of smell consists of two 
parts, one external, the nasus; the other 
internal, the nasal fosse. Our subject 
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is confined to the nasal fosse only; 
these are two irregular cavities situ- 
ated in the middle of the face, extend- 
from before backward. They open in 
front by the two anterior nares, termi- 
nate in the pharynx behind by the 
posterior nares, and are lined with 
mucous membrane, the Schneiderian, 
from Schneider, the first anatomist 
who showed that the secretion pro- 
ceeded from mucous membrane, and 
not from the brain as was previously 
imagined. This membrane is internally 
adherent to the periosteum, or peri- 
chondrium, over which it lies. It 
blends or loses its identity externally 
with the skin through the anterior 
nares, and with the mucous membrane 
of the pharynx through the posterior 
nares. From the nasal fosse, its con- 
tinuity may be traced to the conjunc- 
tivia through the nasal duct and 
lachrymal canals; to the lining mem- 
brane of the tympanum and mastoid 
cells, through the Eustachian tubes, 
and it is also continuous with the lin- 
ing membrane of the frontal, ethnoidal, 
and sphenoidal sinuses, and with that 
of the antrum of Highmore through 
the several openings into that cavity. 
The mucous membrane is thickest 
and most vascular over the turbinated 
bones. It is also thick on the septum, 
but in the intervals between the spongy 
bones and on the floor of the nasal 
fosse.itis very thin. ~The membrane 
is provided with a nearly continuous 
layer of branched mucous glands, the 
ducts of which open upon the surface. 
They are most numerous in the middle 
and back parts of the nasal fosse and 
largest at the lower and back part of 


the septum. Owing to the great thick- 
ness of this membrane, the nasal fossz 
are much narrower and the turbinated 
bones, especially the lower ones, appear 
larger and more prominent in the liv- 
ing subject than in the skeleton; also 
the various apertures communicating 
with the cavity are from this course 
either narrowed or completely closed 
by an apparent membraneous valve. 
This mucous membrane is highly 
vascular, being supplied by the later- 
alis nasi from the facial arteries, and 
the nasal artery of the septum from 
the superior coronary, which supplies 


the ale and septum, the sides and 


dorsum being supplied from the nasal 
branch of the ophthalmic and the 
infraorbital. It is also well supplied 
with nerves, as: branches from faeial, 
infraorbital, and infratrochlear, also a 
filament from the nasal branch of the 
ophthalmic, and, last but not least, the 
olfactory, the special nerve of smell, 
which is distributed over the upper 
third of the septum and over the sur- 
face of the superior and middle spongy 
bones. 

Having this picture before the mind’s 
eye, we will proceed to consider one of 
the many troubles to which this all- 
important portion of our unatomy 18 
heir. With the laiety, any affection 
of the nasal fosse is called “catarrh.”’ 
No matter what the condition may be, 
it is “catarrh” and “catarrh” only. So 
the first salutation is: ‘‘Doctor, I have 
catarrh; what is good for it?” This is 
the fulcrum over which the fakirs 
most successfully manipulate their 
powerful lever to sell their remedies 
broadcast, most of which do no good 
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and the remainder do material and 
sometimes permanent injury. The 
victim goes from one to another trying 
the so-called remedies, not having the 
least idea what he is taking or from 
whom it is taken, until at last he be- 
comes disheartened. 

The complicated structure and char- 
acter of the Schneiderian membrane as 
well as the fact that, especially in its 
lower portions, it is studded with 
numerous minute glands whose func- 
tion it is to secrete the nasal mucous, 
must not be overlooked in accounting 
for this condition. These, being true 
glands, partake of the adenoid-tissue 
arrangement. Evidently, then, irrita- 
tions which affect the membrane will 
also involve the glands, and hyper- 
trophy of one without a corresponding 
affection of the other is out of the 
question. This membrane is more ex- 
posed to external influences than any 
other. Thus it happens that repeated 
attacks of acute inflammation or the 
continuous action of relatively trifling 
irritations lead to, first, a chronic con- 
gestion, and second, new tissue forma- 
tion. | 

This progress, once begun, rapidly 
increases in extent and severity. The 
new growth is very likely to occur 
along the inferior turbinated bones, 
which come most closely in contact 
with a deviated protruding septum, 
and, as a rule, the structures over the 
lower turbinated bones are much more 
commonly and extremely involved than 
those over the other bones. This dis- 
eased tissue is usually more or less 
spongy or erectile in character, and is 
composed of such a mixture of gland- 


ular and parenchymatous elements as 
to be commonly termed adenoid, the 
one form or the other predominating 
according to the type of the structure 
first affected. 

Hypertrophy of the mucous mem- 
brane over the posterior portion of 
these turbinated bones is more fre- 
quent than of that over the anterior 
portions. The stenosis caused by these 
conditions may be partial or complete 
and temporary or permanent. Many 
individuals have just so much thicken- 
ing as to suffer from alternate stoppage 
and potency of the nostrils according 
to the condition of the weather and 
their freedom from congestion due to 
colds. Anything which favors flow of 
blood to the parts will occasion stop- 
page. 

Hence, some persons complain of 
inability to breathe in bed through 


that side of the nose which is lower- 


most. Others enjoy freedom of respi- 
ration in dry weather but more or less 
inconvenience during damp weather, 
and some operators take advantage of 
this latter circumstance in order to 
seize these growths when their in- 
creased size makes them easier to 
attack. 

However, interference with respira- 
tion is by no means the only trouble 
produced by this kind of hypertrophy. 


When the stenosis is posterior, and 


especially when the adenoid tissue of 
the naso-pharynx is involved, the 
pressure is made upon the orifice of 
the Eustachian tube, with the result 
of moré or less impairmeut of hearing. 
It is very important to bear this in 
mind, since not a few cases uf deafness 
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in one ear, or in both ears, depend 
primarily, not upon disturbance in the 
middle ear, but upon this condition of 
the naso-pharynx. Therefore, in treat- 
ing patients for deafness, an examin- 
ation of the nose and throat is as 
essential as an examination of the 
membrana tympani. 

Likewise, affection of the nasal ducts, 
as strictures, dacryo-cystitis, dacryo- 
cysto-blennorrhea, etc., may not infre- 
quently be directly attributed to nasal 


catarrh as a cause; hence, careful 


scrutiny of the nasal fossze should 
never be neglected in determining the 
source of affection. 

If this condition be allowed to con- 
tinue unmolested, it may result in the 
Atrophic form to such an extent that 
by new connective tissue element 
formation the glandular portion has 
disappeared, The result is now not 


‘so much the impediment to respiration 


as the dryness of the parts, by which 
the patient’s comfort in breathing is 
very materially diminished, and he has 
probably by this time, if not before, 
become changed from a nose breather 
into a mouth breather. 

Still, witb alJl this, there may be 
such relics of previous hypertrophic 
condition as to call for purely surgical 
relief. This form of disease is likely 
to be more offensive than previous 
forms, since the dried and thickened 
mucous membrane is covered with 
crusts of desiccated secretion, which 
may be more or less advanced in de- 
composition, or which may cover over 
actual ulceration in the tissue beneath. 

In this way, we may have to deal 
with a combination of atrophic catarrh 


and ozena. On account of the length 
of time required to bring about this 
condition these cases pursue a very 
stubborn and chronic course, 
TREATMENT: 
After having made a careful examin- 
ation and having recognized, so far as 


possible, the condition, there is con- 


siderable range of choice as to methods 
for overcoming the difficulty, the choice 
being mainly between the _ radical 
methods of extirpation of the obstruct- 
ing mass, and those of its partial 
destruction by caustics or the actual 
cautery, trusting to the resulting cica- 
tricial contraction to produce the de- 
sired diminution in size. 

The choice must be governed to a 
certain extent by the occupation of 
the person, the constitutional habits 
of the patient, and the means at hand. 
In either case, local anesthesia can be 
usually accomplished with a solution 
of cocaine varying in strength from 
two to ten per cent.,using the stronger 
only when the weaker fails. 

These may be applied, first by spray, 
then by contact of small plugs of 
cotton saturated in the solution; or 
rarely, when necessary, by its injection 
into the tissue with the fine needle of 
the ordinary hypodermic syringe. The 
operator must always expect the deeply 
colored and turgid appearance of 
these growths to be modified by the 
constringing effects of the cocaine. 

Small crushing torceps and scissors 
have been devised with which those 
parts of the nasal cavity most subject 
to this condition can be reached, and 
the hypertrophy when pedunculated 
can sometimes be most easily removed 
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by their aid. 

Some form of wire snare or ecraseur 
is perhaps the favorite instrument. if 
the hypertrophy be of polypoid nature. 
The wire suare or loop is passed within 
the nose, and, by the aid of artificial 
illumination, is lodged around the 
base of the pedicle which it is pur- 
posed to remove, after which the loop 
is slowly tightened, and the fine wire 
cuts its way through the tissue so 
slowly that, vessels being crushed 
across, the operation is almost blood- 
less. In some of the growths the 
tissue is so fibrous that it is impossible 
to cut through them with the ordinary 
snare; here we would use the gaivano- 
cautery snare and in this way we both 
cut and burn through the tissue, mak- 
ing a much easier and much more 
satisfactory operation, and almost 
bloodless. 

In the attack upon posterior hyper- 
trophies, the manipulation is some- 
times quite difficult and requires the 
skill of an expert. We frequently see 
operators who are able to operate upon 
the anterior nares, and skillfully too, 
who are entirely unable to operate in 
the posterfor nares. It is made more 
difficult by the sensibility of the part 
aud by the refiex motions of the palate 
and pharynx, which are usually beyond 
the possibility of voluntary control. 
These are in some measure obviated 
by the use of palate retractors, or by 
the introduction of rubber’ tubes 
through the nostrils into the pharynx, 
bringing them out through the mouth 
and tying them in front of the upper 
lip. By their aid, not only is the 
palate retracted and its movement 


controlled, but illumination of the 
parts is also possible. 

The cther method of treatment, by 
use of caustics, chromic acid, ete., 
avoids some of the unpleasantness of 
an operation, but usually produces 
much moire pain and discomfort, while 
snaring off a mass of adenoid tissue 
with wire loops causes frequently very 
little pain. The chromic acid is used 
by fusing the crystals on a wire probe 
and touching to the portion to be 
cauterized; however, it is not as good 
as the galvano-cautery as its extent of 
burning cannot be so easily regulated. 

The most effective and, commonly, 
less painful method,- certainly one 
which leaves fewer unpleasant conse- 
quences, is the use of the galvano- 
cautery; the parts are prepared as 
above, the galvano-cautery knife or 
point is applied, as were the caustics, 
and is made to burn more or less 
deeply and widely as the case may 
need. 

The resulting sloughs separate in 
about the same time and the after 
treatment in each instance consists 
mainly in local cleanliness and anti- 
sepsis. The final benefit may not be 
obtained until after the lapse of a 
number of weeks. It may be necessary 
to burn more than once; if so, sittings 
should not be oftener than a week or 
ten days apart, and, in the intervening 
time, cleanliness and antisepsis should 
be persisted in. 

The latter treatment implies the 
possession of a suitable cautery or 
storage battery and the necessary 
electrodes, or cautery knives, handle, 
etc., all of which are quite expensive. 
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But, when it is applied with skill, the 
result is usually very satisfactory; in 
fact, more so than any other method. 
In the atrophic form the treatment 
is: first, local cleanliness; second, the 
removal of any actual obstruction; 
third, application to whatever ulcera- 
tion may exist; and finally, the endeavor 
to stimulate the long disused remain- 
ing glands intu greater activity; in 
other words, the restoration of the 
natural secretion. This is to be accom- 
plished mainly by stimulating and 
antiseptic sprays or other applications, 
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fluid or dry. An occasional touching 
up with the galvano-cautery is a very 
good stimulant. A solution of nitrate 
of silver should be used to apply to 
the ulceration. It will necessitate the 
daily attention at least of the patient 
himself and often of the surgeon, and 
is a process so slow as often to lead to 
discouragement and disappointment. 
Nevertheless, if carefully persisted in, 
it will be productive of great good, at 
least sufficient to afford the patient 
some degree of permanent relief. 


How to Cure "em? 


CHAS. N, MILLER, M, D., San Francisco. 


Read before the San Francisco Eclectic Medical Society, May 5th. 1897. 


Mr. President and fellow members:— 
Since the race of doctors first sprang 
into existence till now, the great ques- 
tion all have sought to solve is the one 
that forms the subject of my paper: 
“How to Cure ’em?” 
Over and again claims to the dis- 
covery of the answer have been ad- 
vanced, but no one has yet been able 
to demonstrate the infallibility of his 
assumption. | 
From Hippocrates and Galen to 
Paracelsus; from Paracelsus to Hahne.- 
mann; from Hahnemann to Priesnitz 
and Scudder; from Priesnitz and Scud- 
der to Koch; from Koch to Hirsch- 
felder, it has ever and continually 
been, lo! here and lo! there. Causes 
of diseases have included everything 


from devils to microbes; remedies have 
included everything from brimstone to 
horse’s blood. Frantic and persistent 
have been the efforts of both scientist 
and charlatan, but the world astill 
awaits the solution of the problem. 

How to Cure ’em? . That’s the 
conundrum, 

it seems to me that to find our 
answer we must look into the test tube 
of the chemist, rather than into the 
microscope of the pathologist or into 
the mortar of the therapeutist. 

Eclecticism, the most exact of all the 
systems of medicine, proclaims broadly 
that for every physical evil there is in 
medicine a remedy; but the source of 
the evil it does not attempt to uncover, 
and the efficacy of remedies it leaves 
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experiment alone to determine. 

On every page of our standard text 
book in therapeutics may be found 
statements like this, one taken at ran- 
dom: “It is in enlargement of the 
liver and spleen, tumid and pendulous 
abdomen, and torpor of the digestive 
and blood making organs, that sul- 
phate of magnesia exerts its inflnence 
in improving blood-making.” That's 
an example of medical wisdom. I hold 
it to be the wisdom of foolishness. 
What makes the liver to enlarge,and 
how does it make it to enlarge? What 
is the precise chemical difference be- 
tween the blood that keeps the spleen 
at its normal size, and the blood that 
causes the spleen to become hyper- 
trophied and what works this differ- 
ence in the blood? Locate that per- 
nicious point of departure from the 
normal that leads to a dropsical abdo- 
men, and torpor of the blood-making 
organs. In what manner does the 
sulphate of magnesia combine with the 
elements of the blood stream to bring 
it back to the normal, and produce 


changes that tend healthward? When | 


our text books cease their jumbling of 
words and tell us these things, then, 
and not till then, will they have learned 
to talk in the language of science— 
the speech of certainty; and then, and 
not till then, can we stop guessing, 
and shall know and can demonstrate 
the answer to that ever perplexing 
question: How to Cure ‘em? 
Physiology must enable us to trace, 
without the loss of a single step, the 
various chemical changes that take 
place in the food as it passes from the 
digestive tract into the blood, and 


from the blood into tissue; and then to 
trace the changes that occur in the 
subsequent breaking down of that 
tissue, and to follow the products that 
result from that tissue destruction 
back into the blood and so out of the 
body. 

Hygiene must teach us infallibly 
what the system, to be preserved at its 
best estate, needs in the way of nourish- 
ment. It must also teach us exactly 
where Nature has placed this nourish- 
ment ready for man’s disposal; exactly 
the particular kinds of food nature 
designed and intended for man’s spe- 
cial use. 3 

Pathology must teach us exactly 
what elements are lacking, and what 
chemical processes of life are perverted 
when the system falls below its best 
estate; or, in other words, becomes 
diseased. 

Therapeutics must be ready with 
exactly the element needed in disease, 
as demonstrated by chemistry, to assist 
in the action of misused and hence 
enfeebled organs until] the normal con- 
ditions are restored, and the system 
returns to its best estate, which we 
term health. 

When these problems are solved and 
these difficulties overcome, then and 
not until then shall we be able to 
scientifically answer the question, 
“How to Cure ‘em ?”’ 

In the study of the chemistry of 
life, science has already accomplished 
much. Only a few more st-ps sre to 
be taken before the practice of medi- 
cine can be placed upon a basis sus- 
tained by reason. 

Then there will be a blending of all 
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schools of medicine into one, for cor- 
rect metnods will be subject to proof. 
Wrangling will cease. Demonstration 
wilt sit as arbitrator, and adjust all 
differences. All physicians will agree, 
as now all mathematicians agree, for 
there will be nothing to quarrel about. 

Physiology can aiready demonstrate 
that disintegration occurs in the lving 
body as rapidly as in the corpse. In 
life there is elimination and renewal, 
in death those processes are stopped; 
decay is the same in both cases. 

In the normal adult the amount of 
nourishment daily absorbed, but repre- 
sents the amount of living tissue that 
is daily consumed Month in and 
month out, year in and year out, our 
weight does not vary, we tip the scales 
at the same notvh. A person whoeats 
three pounds of food per day for three- 
score years and ten consumes in total 
thirty-five tons. Suppose half of that 
be indigestible, there still remains 
seventeen tons and a half, or thirty- 
five thousand pounds of nourishment 
that is taken into the blood, made into 
flesh and bone, to be again broken 
down, re-admitted to the blood and 
then taken out of it once more to be 
finally carried out of the body. 

Now deeayed animal matter is a 
virulent poison, only so much of it as 
may be conveyed on the point of a 
scalpel has more than once caused 
death. Hence health must depend in 
large degree, if not wholly, upon the 
constant, prompt and complete re- 
moval from the body of the products 
resulting from the breaking down of 
tissue. 

It is more than possible that what- 
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ever makes us ill operates by simply 
interfering in some way with the pro- 
cess of elimination of the products 
arising from tissue destruction. 

Now, if in all forms of disease this 
process be to some degree interfered 
with, then how in any case to restore 
the normal iliminating processes, an- 
swers in that case to some extent at 
least our question: How to Cure’em? 

Life is combustion, a conflagration; 
our bodies are coustantly being con- 
sumed. From birth tili death we are 
on fire! And after death—well, no 
matter—individual experiences may 
possibly differ somewhat. 

Man, I repeat, is a walking furnace, 
his lungs and skin are the flues from 
which escape the smuke, consisting of 
carbonic-acid gas and water; the 
kidneys are the grate of the furnace, 
from its bars, the tubuli uriniferi, are 
thrown down the ashes that result 
from his continued self combustion. 

The digestive tract takes no part in 
the work of elimination; its function 
is to repair, to restore, to renew. The 
waste matter of the intestines is simply 
the refuse from digestion. 

The great problem science has yet 
to solve is, “How to keep the blood 
stream in such a chemical condition as 
will enabte it to hold in perfect solution 
all the products that result from dis- 
integration?” for only when that 
obtains can the lungs, skin, and kid- 
neys promptly and thoroughly elim- 
inate those virulent elements. 

To furnish us with this knowledge, 
we must look to our chemists. They 
must “get a move on’ and teach us 
something we need to know. When, 
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I repeat, we shall have learned how to 
keep the blood stream so supplied with 
chemical elements as will enable it tu 
hold in perfect solution the products 


resulting from our continued decay, 
then we shall practically have learned 
the answer once for all to our great 
question, “How to Cure ’em ?” 


Echinacea or Echafolia in Pulmonary Consumption. 


L, F HERRICK, M. D., Oakland, California. 


Read before the Alameda County Eclectic Medical Association, April 27, 1897 


In speaking of consumption of the 

lungs we must consider four diff-rent 
varieties, viz.: Pneumonic phthisis, 
tubercular phthisis, fibroid phthisis, 
and acute miliary tuberculosis. 
Pneumonic phthisis a form of 
pulmonary consumption where there 
is a deposit of caseous material in the 
lung tissue, producing an inflammation 
and a degeneration of the pulmonary 
structure. This may be slight or ex- 
tensive. The causes are predisposing 
and exciting; the predisposing causes 
are scrofula, lowered condition of 
health and bad hygienic surroundings. 
Exciting causes are catarrhal pneu- 
monia and irritating particles deposited 
in the lungs as in weaving, milling, 
mining, ete. The accumulation of 
cells cured by inflammation are de- 
posited in the alveoli and bronchi and 
by their pressure they bring about their 
own decay as well as that of the long 
texture surrounding them. 

Tubercular phthisis is caused by a 
deposit of tubercle in the lung struc- 
ture and in nearly every case is hered- 
itary. It is closely associated with 
scrofula and stroma. 


Fibroid phthisis is a thickening of 
the pulmonary connective tissue, re- 
sulting in atrophy and degeneratiou. of 
the vesicular structure. The causes 
are hereditary. Chronic bronchitis, 
alcoholism, and irritating substances 
in the lungs. 

Acute miliary tuberculosis or gallop- 
ing consumption, is where there is a 
rapid deposit of tubercle throughout 
the entire system, but especially in the 
lungs. This form is most often met 
between puberty and middle life. 

I am not going to speak of the 
different phases of this disease as it 
exists in the different forms, but will 
only give you a brief outline of the 
success I have had with echinacea in 
the treatment of this affection. 

CasE No. I. 

February 9th [ was called to see a 
woman 28 years vld, mother of one 
child a year old. Her mother died 
with consumption when about her age, 
28 years. I found on examination, 
two-thirds of the right lung affected. 
Expectorating eight to ten ounces 
every twenty-four hours. Tempera- 
ture rafiging from 101° to 105°, foul 
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tongue, no appetite, night sweats, very 
much emaciated and very weak. 

My first treatment was after the old 
line of treating such diseases, the main 
one being creosote united with other 
remedies, as I thought her symptoms 
demanded, 

This had but little effeet, in fact she 
was getting weaker every day. On 
the ground that echinacea was a great 
antiseptic and was indicated where- 
ever there was pus. I put her on five- 
drop doses of echinacea every hour. 
In three days time all her symptoms 
improved, fever went down, tongue 
cleared off, appetite improved, and the 
destruction of the lung ceased, as she 


did not expectorate but very little. 


She is still improving. 

Cases No. Il and III were not 
such bad cases, cough, dullness on 
percussion, expectoration and slight 
fever. These two cases improved 
immediately on ten drop doses of 
echinacea every three hours, and they 
are now discharged and going their 
way rejoicing. 

I do not claim this medicine will 
cure consumption, but to me the treat- 
ment seems to be on the right line. 
Our object in diseases of this kind is 
to stop destruction and build up the 
general health by good food and good 
hygienic surroundings. 

In echinacea or echafolta we have 
an excellent remedy to stop destruction 
of tissue, and if it will destroy tubercle 
there can be no better treatment for 
all kinds of lung trouble than these 
drugs. 

I bring this subject up so that you 
may all give it a good trial. Kchinacea 


has given better results with me than 
echafolta, but it appears to me that 
echafolta might be used hypodermi- 
cally with good success. 

I do not know that this remedy has 
ever been used for diseases of this 
kind; I find no literature on the sub- 
ject. 

I bring this before the society merely 
to have them give it a trial, and get 
the opinion of other and older mem- 
bers than myself, thinking perhaps we, 
as Hclectics, may add to our list and 
to our credit something that will be a 
boom to medical science.

Symproms:—Severe pain in base of 
skull; lagophthalmus of left eye; fre- 
quent and uncontrollable nictation of 
right eye, also distortion of expression 
by a drawing of face to right side; 
monocular hemianopsia of left eye on 
outer side, | 

Driaanosis:—Lesion in base of brain 
of such nature and magnitude as to 
effect filaments of both optic and facial 
nerves. | 

TREATMFNT:—Silicia 3x 2 gr. every 
two and a half hours. 


BRB Rhustox. Sp. M. gtt v 
Bryonila 
Gelsemium 


Aquee pura q.8. Ziv 
M Sig. 3i every hour for four hours 
and then six times a day. 


In twenty-four hours the pain had 
disappeared ahd my patient was com- 
paratively comfortable. | 

This same treatment with an addition 
of other remadies to right stomach 


and menstrual wrongs was continued 


for three months. 

My last K was compound hypophos- 
phites. 

Resutts:—Perfect restoration of all 
functions of the body. 

I believe that in rhus tox. and bry- 
onia we have remedies that act as 
certainly upon the tissues of the eye 
as does sabal ser. upon the prostate, 
and that they are as certain in their 
curative effects upon lesions of an 
intracranial eye trouble as upon the 
eye itself. I have cured very severe 
cases of eye trouble among the Indians 
here—eye trouble that undoubtedly 
had its origin in syphilis, and where 


there was almost total blindness, with 
rhus tox., alone. 
Try sulphur 3x for amblyopic am- 


aurosis, gr. 5, four times a day. 


ECHAFOLTA. 


A Very Interesting Case. 
B. MYER, M. D., DuTCH FLAT, CAL. 
Dear Epiror:—Please find an account 
of, to me, a very interesting case. 

I was called to see Mrs. W—, age 42; 
mother of eight children; was greatly 
troubled with plegmacia; alba dolens 
of eight years standing; the leg was 
very much swollen, inflamed and very 
painful, with febril disturbance. 

As I had received a small sample of 
echafolta, I thought of giving it a 
trial. Theleg was thoroughly cleaused 
with carbolized water, then covered 
with and apnlied:

Internally I gave 
R Echafolta 3] 
Spe. aconiti ett x 
Aquee iv 
M Sig. 3] every hour, and left my 
patient. 


As I live twelve miles from her I 
called again in three days later and 
found my patient, to my surprise, 
greatly improved; the swelling and 
inflammation nearly all gone, and a 
general improvement. 


I gave

Adeps Ziv 


M Sig. Apply every four hours 
Internally I continued 


RK Echafolta 3] 
Aquee dist. 3 1v 
M Sig. 3] every four hours. 
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I continued this treatment for three 
months and must state that my patient 
is now as well as ever, and there is 
not the slightest sign of the previous 
trouble to be seen.

TUBERCULAR MENINGITIS. 
C. F. HOWE, M. D., Pomona, Cal, 

I have had several cases of this dis- 
ease lately and perhaps it may interest 
the readers of Our Journat if I relate 
my experience. 

Tubercular meningitis as you know 
is an acute inflammation of the cerebral 
meninges excited by the tubercule 
bacillus. 

Traumatism may hasten the devel- 
opment of the disease, but does not 
primarily produce the tubercular form. 
This form of meningial trouble is 
easily diagnosed from the other forms 
of brain disease. Hereditary, tuber- 
cular milk as food, permitting children 
to be kissed and handled by tubercular 
persons are all predisposing causes; 
and the disease can be easily started 
that way. Parents should be cautioned 
in regard to all consumptive persons 
handling their children. 

The disease is most frequent between 
two years and six although it may 
cecur at any age. The symptoms first 
observed are dulless of eyes and intel- 
lect, desire to lie perfectly quiet, easily 
annoyed, and tretful, the head is hot 
and dry, bowels constipated; and fre- 
quent grinding of the teeth together. 
The child is first brought to the doe: 
tors notice because the parents think 
the child has ‘‘worms” or is “cutting 


teeth” from the fact that it bites and 
grinds the teeth and has no appetite. 
The tongue is coated white and pasty 
looking, and one is likely to think he 
has a case of typhoid fever coming on, 
if the patient is seen in the early 
stages of tubercular meningitis. If 
one is very careful to observe the irreg- 
ular action of the respiratory muscles 
and slow pulse, retracted abdomen 
and constipation, the grinding of the 
teeth and hot head, he will not call it 
typhoid—which so many physicians do 
diagnose the disease in the early stage 
—until the severe cerebral symptoms 
compel them to admit they have made 
a mistake. As the disease progresses 
there is the hydrocephalic cry—which 
is diagnostic. Then comes the irreg- 
ular harsh breathing; the Cheyne 
Stokes type. 

The most recent case I have had was 
a boy age two years and a half, who 
was brought to my office to have his 
gums lanced as they were hurting him, 
so his mother declared. I did not 
lance them but gave her some medi- 
cine and told her to report next day, 
which she did, and I was called to see 
the little patient and found him with 
every symptom of tubercular menin- 
gitis. In the first stage I gave aconite, 
bell. and hyoscyamus, ice cap to head 
and mustard plaster to spine and back 
of head. I knew if my diagnosis was 
correct, the patient would never re- 
cover. There is no record of a case of 
tubercular meningitis recovering, and 
it is useless to offer hopes of recovery, 
I simply told the parents that I would 
and could do all that anyone could for 
the patient, and then went to work as 
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though the patient would get well, 
although I knew it would not, and 
told the parents so. The child grew 
rapidly worse and on the seventh day 
had convulsions and paralysis of the 
threat, and general rigidity. The head 
being drawn back eyes dilated and 
fixed. No reaction tolight. The child 
was breathing three to four hard 
respirations, and the same length of 
time would hardly breathe at all, on 
the eighth day the little one passed 
Away. 

One rather peculiar thing to me is 
the fact that these children who have 
this seem constipated from birth; and 
they have the syringe used on them so 
much to produce an evacuation that 
the rectum and bowel is greatly dilated 
and seems to have lost all of its power. 

All we can do in these cases it seems 
is to ease pain and stop convulsions 
with passiflora or the hydro bromic 
comp. injected into the bowel when the 
little patient can no longer swallow. 
The ice cap relieves somewhat the con- 
gestion of the brain, and milk pre- 
digested is the best diet; enemas and 
salts are needed to clean out the 
bowels. The room should be kept 
dark and noiseless. Thee is no roll- 
ing of the head from side to side. But 
the child throws up the hand to the 
head as if in pain. 


The Needle in Cancer. 


Fortuna, Cal. May 18, 1897. 
Eprror, Ovr Journat:—I have just 
cured what the people call cancer of 


an eye, epithelioma involving the inner 
canthus. 


TrEeaTMENT:—Injected m. xv every day 
of BR phenic acid 3i, glycerine 3}, aqu. 
dist. 3v. 

The needle was inserted obliquely, 
entering near the murgin of the 


growth. This diffused the medicine 


through the base of the abnormal 
structure, cooking the capillaries which 
shut off supply to crazy cells, causing 
cessation of propagation and death.

Acetylene Gas. 


Today I made my first trial of this 
method of illumination in my office. I 
had the gratification of discovering a 
polypus high up in the nasal passage. 
This patient I have been treating for 
two weeks every day and almost every 
day examined the nasal passage anter- 
iorly. Probably this myxoma had 
descended and therefore was more 
easily discovered, but I easily caught a 
glimpse of its peculiar translucent 
appearance with my new light. This 
gas furnishes a better light than any- 
thing else sofarasI know. Itis prefer- 
able even to the sun which is too 
intense. 

The Welsbach burner furnishes a 
good light but is too easily broken for 
throat or nasal examinations as the 
constant movement necessitated dislo- 
cates the diaphragm and breaks it; 
besides it can be used in no place except 
a city furnished with regular gas. 

The albo carbon is a good light but 
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too much trouble. Electric light is 
not satisfactory; it is both expensive 
and unreliable for steadiness. 

I have not had experience yet with 
regard to the expease of the acetylene 
gas but will report next month every- 
thing discovered in the meantime. 


The Use of Atropine and Eserine in 
Corneal Ulcers. 


The treatment of ulceration of the 
cornea is likely to be in the hands of 
the general practitioner particularly if 
he be located far from a center where 
there are oculists., 

This affection may come from erup- 
tive fevers, from accidents or from 
phlyctenular (eczematous) disease of 
the cornea. It is also a complication 
of blennorrhea of the conjunctiva. It 
may begin as an abscess and through 
rupture of anterior layers of the cornea 
become an open ulcer. 

TREATMENT. 

To do just the right thing at the 
right time is an art that comes only 
from experience and close observation. 
In all inflammations of the cornea pu- 
rulent as well as others, atropine is the 
remedy most likely indicated. In 
ulceration (keratitis pur.)of the cornea 
there are a number of exceptions and 
the remedy to use, when this is con- 
traindicated is eserine, If an ulcer be 
situated near the periphery to use 
atropine and crowd the iris against 
the cornea, posterior to the ulcer and 
by pressure interfering with the pro- 
cess of repair; besides if the ulcer 
should perforate, there would be 
hernia. In this case eserine had best 
be used to draw the iris away from the 


inflammation. The strength of the 
solution should be 3 gr. to aq. 3i. 

If the ulcer is located near the pupil, 
other conditions favoring, atropine 
should be used. Im an indolent or 
chronic ulcer when atropine is used 
for some time the tension often be- 
comes increased in which case this 
remedy will cause pain and do much 
harm. Then eserine should be used 
but it may be necessary to change 
back to the atropine in a few days. 
Keep a watch on the tension and also 
on the action of the remedy if it 
seems to relieve or create pain. The 
eserine and atropine are antagonists 
and when one disagrees the other will 
likely relieve.

The Dr. dwelt 
upon the necessity of an early diagnosis 
and operation before it is too late. 

The regular paper for the evening 
was prepared by Dr. C. N. Miller, en- 
titled, ‘‘ How to Cure ’em”? Dr. Muil- 
ler’s paper was very interesting, it ap- 
pears in full on another page of present 
issue. The particular point made was 
that we must rely upon the chemist 
to find an antidote for the poison in 
the blood from tissue destruction, that 
causes a great many of the diseases 
afflicting the human family. After the 
discussion of the paper by a number of 
those present Dr. Miller made a few 
closing addenda and thus ended our 
very interesting meeting. However, 
before adjournment Dr. Curry made a 
motion which was duly seconded and 
carried, that the certificate, a copy of 
which was presented, be adopted as 
the official certificate of membership of 
the society.

Dr. Gooper’s New Book. 


For the last few days I have been 
devoting spare moments to the perusal 
of Dr. Cooper’s new book, Tethered 
Truants, a little volume of essays, 
sketches, and poems, which has been 
promised us for a long time. The 
quality of the articles is of the very 
best, proof of which is that they bear 
reading the second and third time 
without becoming tiresome. Dr. Coop- 
er’s prose writings are familiar to every 
reader of the Eclectic Medical Gleaner, 
and an occasional tid bit of rhyme ap- 
pears there also, but the new book 
contains some of his most masterful 
productions, articles which vie in ele- 
gance of diction and depth of thought 
with the best the world has ever pro- 
duced. Of course this may seem 


egotistical on my part, as many of my 


readers may question my ability to 
judge of high literary merit, but I am 
expressing my Own opinion simply, and 
it goes for what it is worth. At least 
I know what pleases me. 

The work is a remarkable combina- 
tion Itis seldom that a poet com- 
bines a philosophical turn of mind with 
with the gift of poesy, but the prose 
and rhymes are not only entertaining 
and pleasing in style, but they contain 


an underlying current of the deepest 
thought in many instances which render 
them doubly valuable. The genius is 
not that of fanatical fervor which in- 
spires many to rant, nor are the efforts 
in narrow grooves; almost every char- 
acter of modern time is essayed with 
astonishing facility. 

Few works of equal volume will be 
found to contain such a variety of 
thought and imagery as Tethered 
Truants. The philosophical, the sub- 
lime, the descriptive, the ridiculous and 
the satirical are all pictured here, in 
language most choice and appropriate-— 
all phases of English speaking and 
English murdering humanity find 
voices. The philosopher, with his 
carefully constructed sentences, the 
dreamer, the lover, the cynic, the 
tramp, Young America, and the ubi- 
quitous small boy, all are heard, each 
in his peculiar idiom. Descriptive 
poems, akin to those of Will Carleton, 
though not imitations, full of plot, fun 
and nonsense, in hoosier dialect, rotate 
with darkey lingo, gamin slang, and 
measured cadences of purest King’s 
English. 

Me’n Hank an’ the Gyrls, Bill and 
Serafener, and Seth Smith, are ballads 
that compare favorably with the best 
of Carelton and Brete Harte’s produc- 
tions in the same line. My Grand- 
mother’s Yard is worthy to rank with 
the Old Oaken Bucket, and is as wor- 
thy of a place in the idyls of our peo- 
ple. The Tramp’s Grievance and 
Ambition’s Dream illustrate other 
phases of sentiment, the entire work 
being replete with variety and spice. 

Intrinsically, this work is worthy 
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the patronage of every reader. As 
Eclectics we owe it to ourselves to 
encourage literature which improves 
our own standing in the world. Such 
books as Tethered Truants and Etidor- 
pha cannot help but raise the standing 
of Eclectic medicine among the intelli- 
gent masses, when it is known from 
whence they originate. | H.T.W.

Science and Science. 


The Klebs- Loeffler bacillus does not 
receive quite so much consideration in 
the diagnosis of diphtheria as formerly, 
though official bacteriologists stil] pro- 
fess to know when it is present, and 
assert that it is to be found invariably 
in the exudation of genuine diphtheria. 

‘Lhe San Francisco board of health 
maintains a bacteriological laboratory, 
and suspected cases of diphtheria are 
required to pass its scrutiny. Recently 
a case under the observation of the 
writer munifested unmistakable clin- 
ical evidences of diphtheria, and some 
of the membrane from the pharynx 
was submitted for examination. ‘lhe 
bacteriolugist, upon microscopical ex- 
amination, pronounced the exudation 
that of pseudo-diphthkeria, declared 
that no diphtheria bacilli were present, 
and prescribed room quarentine for a 
week; but unfortunately for the diag- 
nosis, unde’ the most assiduous care 
and careful treatment the patient 
(a young adult) died of the disease, 
the membrane spreading to the nasal 
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cavities, fatal exhaustion finally re- 
sulting. 

If true diphtheria depends upon the 
presence of the Klebs-Lofiler bacillus, 
there are evidently many cuses of 
diphtheria which are trifling matters, 
while there are other cases, not diph- 
theria, which are very grave affairs, 
Possibly bacteriologists are on the 
right track,—they probably are—but 
evidently much more is to be added 
before they will be able to always 
diagnose diphtheria by the unaided 
use of the microscope. H.T.W.

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Class Legislation in Texas. 


Eclectics in Texas are petitioning the 
legislature to look into the matter of 
salaries paid to Professors in the med- 
ical department of the State University. 
We have not space for the petition ‘n 
full, kindly sent us by Dr. L. 8. Downs, 
but the following items are sufficient 
to indicate that their complaint is not 
uncalled for: 

‘Dean at $500 per year is a sinecure, 
and should be stricken out; because as 
Professor of Obstetrics, this chair pays 
$2500, and the time actually employed 
is five hours per week, or 140 hours, 
during the session, making nearly $18 
per hour; $1000 is all the services are 
worth. 

Practice of Medicine—Six hours per 
week, or 168 hours during the session, 
at $2500, or nearly $15 per bour for 
actual time employed; $1000 would be 
very reasonable, and good men could 
be had for this amount. 

-Materia Medica—Six hours per week, 
or 168 hours per session, at $15 per 
hour, the State pays $2500; $500 is 
sufficient. 

Professor of Physiology—Four hours 
per week, or 112 hours during the 
session, or about $26 per hour; the 
State pays for these services $3000, 


when $1000 would be exorbitant. |

Tampons and Pessaries. 

In the treatment of uterine prolapse 
of any variety, the profession has dis- 
carded the pessary, of whatever shape 
or material. The difficulty of intro- 
duction, the almost constant mal- 
position of the pessary after introduc- 
tion, the unpleasant and _ irritating 
effects so often obtained, have relegat- 
ed it to the past, and a. better method 
has taken its place.

But I have found patients who were 
not willing to take the pains and 
trouble necessary to introduce the 
tampon through a speculum and who 
would or could not submit herself to 
her physician as often as necessary to 
keep them steadily.

RRDUCRD TO A SGCIRNGCB. 


Physicians as well as druggists have their preferences, and when founded 
on a thorough knowledge of the character and quality of the article ordered or 
prescribed, are usually strenuous to obtain what they want. 


The jobbing druggist, or physicians’ supply house, should be a distribu- 
tor only. Any attempt to step out of this special sphere of his business and 
dictate to the customer should be resented as an infringement upon the right 
to every purchaser to get what he orders. 


Substitution, as practiced in the past, has in some cases been forced 
upon the seller. Distance from source of supply, limited and irregular de- 
mand, and uncertainty as to the wants of the customer, especially in respect to 
new remedies, have all contributed to make substitution a possibility without 
violating the confidence of the purchaser. 


Substitution, in these latter days, has been reduced to a science 


No better illustration could be given than by referring to a circular 
issued by a physicians’ supply house, which has no doubt been seen and com- 
mented upon by many of our friends. This special house accompanies invoices 
with a circular letter in which is provided a regular space headed ‘Substitu- 
tions,” and following this is an explanation from which we quote: 


‘‘We always try to accommodate our customers by pur- 
chasing the article outside if possible; when that is not 
possible and in our judgment our customers will be better 
served by substituting the nearest article we have, rather 
than delay the order, we do so.” 


This states in effect, that the stock kept on hand by these parties is made 
up to suit themselves, both as to convenience and profit derived from the sale 
of any special lines of manufacture. Under this wonderful declaration of pol- 
icy, it is not necessary for them to carry the preparations must in demand, for 
the right is assumed to substitute wherever in their judgment they think it best 
to do so. The medical profession cannot run the risk of such methods. Prep- 
arations ordered from a house declaring such a policy cannot be obtained with 
certainty, for the wish of the customer is secondary to the financial interest of 
the jobber. 
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The Merrell Company contend as an unalterable principle of business, 
that no jobber or physicians’ supply house, or indeed anyone selling medicinal] 
preparations of whatever kind, has the least right to disregard the wishes of 
the physician. 


It is not a sufficient defense in ethics or law that the article sent as a 
substitute is ‘‘just as good,” “same formula,” “cheaper,” “the same thing,” 
or indeed better than the article ordered. Neither is it sufficient to say that 
“articles when so substituted can, if not satisfactory, be returned” at the 
expense of the sender. 


A physician orders a special preparation because he wants it. His judg- 
ment is based upon experience in its use. It may possibly have been ordered 
to meet an emergency, in which his professional reputation and it may be the 
life of his patient are both at stake. 


An era of cheap goods is upon us. 


It remains for the physician to say whether he will risk professional suc- 
cess by catering to the demands for cheap prices regardless of quality.
